program; she also served as coordinator at St. Gilbert Church

for the Baptismal Bibs and Purificators; she was a Minister of

Care and Eucharistic Minister and a money counter in the
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Parish; she was an AARP member and enjoyed her monthly meetings

with her sewing club group; she moved to Sedgebrook in April of

2010 and volunteered as a Eucharistic Minister, as Minister of

Care for Radford Green, for the Interfaith Council, and for the

Catholic Council; and

water volleyball, the fitness center, Phase 10, and Rummi Kub;
